T)ie second line w as an actual court- 
uiartiai, w hile th e th ird w as a co urt of 
iiKjuiry. 
T he jiurpose of th e latter 
would be, it w as .said, to place upon a 
m ilitary trib u nal th e respo nsibility for 
df cidiiig w h eth er o r no t G eneral Kagan 
should bo tried by co urtm artial. 
Of 
course th e co urt of inquiry m ight go a 
loug w ay into the m atters w hich led 
up to th e attack co ntained in G eneral 
lù igan’s stat ou ;ut, possibly invo lving 
a déterm inatio n as to th e co rrectness of 
the charges t< « uching the character of 
the arm v beef preferred by G eneral 
Miles, tho ugh th is w o uld appear to be 
appo iuting a second trib u nal to investi­ 
gate th e m etho ds and results of the 
first engaged already on th a t work. 
It w as stated th a t G eneral Miles 
w ould no t prefer charges against G en­ 
eral K agan fo r th e utterances delivered 
by him befo re th e w ar investigating 
coim uission last F riday, but ho intends 
to let th e w ar departm ent deal w ith the 
m atter in its o w n way.

charg e in effect is corruption and worse, be­ 
cause it jeopardizes the liv es of soldiers sent 
to the front in tropical clim ates and w’ho were 
del» ndent on such fotx i as w as sent them; that 
these st iteinents hav « *g one to the whole conn 
try uneuntradicted; thatjthey hav e been pule 
billed and 1 hav e b(» ‘u pillorieil in the pre.ss 
of the country as a man who had fed the army 
on poisoned m eat and corruptly so; that for 
about three w eek s’ tim e I hav e kept silent for 
the reason that I w as debarred after talking 
w ith the honorable secretary of war from 
preparing ciiarg i-s because of the im m unity , 
g ranted by tliii pre.-^ideiit to witnes.ses before 
y our com m ission, notw ithstanding the g rav - 
ilv of tlie accusations; that it is unreasonable 
to believ e tliat .such m onstrous charg es could 
hav e any otluir effect than to work upon an 
honoralile man in such a way as to g oad him to 
H sjiecies of desperation, and th at it was but 
natural, wh*-n the proper opportunity was 
g iv en him, to m eet and refute the charg es, 
that ho should characterize them in harsh 
lang uag e and in term s that are deemed im­ 
proper, no m atter the jirov ocation. 1 there­ 
fore w ithdraw the lang uag e and m atter so 
objectionable and resubm it to y ou now ray 
sworn Htutement w ith the abiding faith that 
y our commi.-5 sioii, hav ing all the facts before 
y ou, w’Ul decide the points at issue justly .

It was

eted with the secretary. Three distinct 
lines of action were talked of as within 
tin line of probability. The first was a 
strong letter of reprimand to be ad- 
dressed by the president himself to 
General Eagan, stating that but for the 
hum anity he had promised all witnesses 
bt fore the commission, he would have 
court martialed him. 
The second line was an actual court­ 
martial, while the third was a court of 
inquiry. 
The purpose of the latter 
w o u ld be, it was said, to place upon a 
military tribunal the responsibility for 
deciding whether or not General Eagan ] 
should be tried by courtmartial. Of 
course the court of inquiry might go a 
long way into the matters which led 
up to the attack contained in General 
Eagan’s stat mu mt, possibly involving 
a determination as to the correctness of 
the charges touching the character of 
the army beef preferred by General 
Miles, though this woald appear to be 
appointing a second tribunal to investi­ 
gate the methods and rem its of the 
first engaged already on that work. 
It was stated that General Miles 
would not prefer charges against Gen­ 
eral Eagan for the utterances delivered 
by him before the war investigating 
commission last Friday, but he intends 
to let the war department deal with the 
matter in its own way. 
Following was the text of the letter 
sent by General Eagan to the war com­ 
mission, with an amended statement in 
reply to the charges made by General 
Miles concerning the beef tarnished the

In this connection I desire to state that there 
was never a thought or intention on my 
part of any disrespect whatsoever to your 
commission, but in explanation and extenua­ 
tion of the language used by me heretofore I 
beg to invite the attention of the commission 
to the fact that I have been accused practically 
of feeding the soldiers with poisoned beef 
which in atle them sick—‘‘embalmed beef” so­ 
called—that I have furnished meat to the army 
tinder the ‘‘pretense of experiment,” which 
charge in effect is corruption and worse, be­ 
cause it jeopardizes the lives of soldiers sent 
to the front in tropical climates and who were 
dependent on such food as was sent them; that 
these statements have gone to the whole conn 
try uncontradicted; thatcher have been pub­ 
lish'<1 and I have been pilloried in the press 
of the country as a man who had fed the army 
on poisoned meat and corruptly so; that for 
about three weeks’ time I have kept silent for 
the reason that I was debarred after talking 
with the honorable secretary of war from 
preparing charges because of the immunity 
granted by the president to witnesses before 
your commission, notwithstanding the grav­ 
ity of the accusations; that it is unreasonable 
to believe that such monstrous charges could 
have any other effect than to work upon an 
honorable man in such a way as to goad him to 
a species of desperation, and that it was but 
natural, wh**n the proper opportunity was 
given him, to meet and refute the charges. 
that ho should characterize them in harsh 
language and in terms that are deemed im­ 
proper, no matter the provocation. I there­ 
fore withdraw the language and matter so 
objectionable and resubmit to you now my 
sworn statement with the abiding faith that 
your commission, having all the facts before 
you, will decide the points at issue justly. 
Very respectfully,

can legislators. 
With the Democrats 
aud anti-Quuyites voting for their can­ 
didates tho indications are there will be 
a deadlock. 
It is an open question 
with the Republican aud Democratic 
leaders how long this condition of 
all airs will continue. 
•senator Quay’s managers are confi­ 
dent that there will be only one result 
aud that his re-election. 
The Republi­ 
can senators and members opposed to 
his candidacy are just as confident that 
ne will be beaten. 
Tho Democrats 
know they cannot elect their candidate 
and are leaving the Republicans to fight 
it oat among themselves. 
blate Chairman Elkin and Senator 
Penrose are directing the Quay cam­ 
paign from headquarters at the Lochiel 
hotel. They said that there was no 
doubt of the speedy re-election of the 
senior senator. Neither side would give 
any figures to show how they propose 
to elect or defeat Mr. Quay. 
David Martin resigned as secretary of 
the commonwealth. 
I he senator-elect 
is one of the leaders of the anti-Quay 
movement and a rumor was current 
that Governor-elect Stone, who is in 
sympathy with the Quay movement, 
would not send his cabinet appoint­ 
ments to the senate today, but would 
withold them until the senatorial fight 
is over. 
This would have kept Mr. 
Martin in office as secretary of the 
commonwealth and prevented his quali­ 
fying as senator until his successor was 
appointed and confirmed. 
To avoid 
such a complication, Mr. Martin re­ 
signed. 
I here were present at the anti-Quay 
conference 47 of the 62 senators and 
members pledged not to vote f ir Sena­ 
tor Quay while he is under indictment 
in the Philadelphia courts. The five ab­ 
sentees were accounted for to the satis­ 
faction of their associates. 
Congressman John Dalzell of Pitts­ 
burg, Congressman Charles W. Stone 
ot Warren aud J. F. Downing of Erie, 
who have also been entered in the fight 
by the anti-Quay people, are on the 
ground looking over the situation. 
Senator Quay reached 
Harrisburg 
from Washington and is staying at the 
residence of County Chairman Weiss. 
Ex-Senator Durham issued a state­ 
ment that only 34 Republicans had at­ 
tended the anti-Quay caucus, aud this 
number even if all should vote against 
him, would be insufficient Ito prevent 
his election. He declared his absolute 
certainty of Senator Quay’s re election. 
Senator Flinn denied Senator Dur­ 
ham ’s statement with reference to the 
Republicans present at the anti-Quay 
conference, aud added: 
“Senator Quay has but 113 votes, 
three of which will not be cast for him 
tomorrow, bringing his total down to 
11U.” 
He said there was no desertion, ex­ 
cept possibly Shaw of Allegheny, and 
he did not believe he would vote for 
Quay.

Adjutant General Kingsley says it 
will be some time before the Ohio 
National Guard will be placed in posi­ 
tion to resume its activity, but in regard 
to the statement that its affairs are at 
a standstill he says: 
“All these stories to the effect that 
the National Guard leat a standstill, 
and is doing nothing, are untrue. We 
are working very hard to get things in 
shape. I have an extra force of clerks 
at work straightening out affairs, and 
it is no small task, I can assure you. 
Two months ago I issued an order for 
the various companv and regimental 
headquarters to make a treasurer’s re­ 
port both from the company and armory 
fund, and also a list of all state property 
retained when the troops were mustered 
out of the volunteer service. This re­ 
port would show what propertv was 
turned over to the government, and 
what property the organizations haye 
now on hand. In that order I also re­ 
quired that a complete muster role of all 
the National Guard companies be made 
out. The order also permitted all en­ 
listed men who were in the volunteer 
service to be discharged. 
“Until all these reports are in, so that 
we can see just how matters stand and 
can make a settlement with the govern­ 
ment, nothing can be done toward get­ 
ting the Ohio National Guard into ac­ 
tivity again. The best I can say is that 
it will be some time yet before this is 
accomplished. So as to not make the 
situation more complex, I issued an 
order some time ago that no more enlist­ 
ments should be made."

Adjutant General Kingsley says it 
will be some time before the Ohio 
National Guard will be placed in posi­ 
tion to resume its activity, but in regard 
to the statem ent that its affairs are at 
a standstill he says: 
••AU these stories to the effect that 
the National Guard is at a standstill, 
and is doing nothing, are untrue. 
We 
are working very hard to get things in 
shape. 
I have an extra force of clerks 
at work straightening out affairs, and 
it is no small task, I can assure yon. 
Two months ago I issued an order for 
the various company and regimental 
headquarters to make a treasurer’s re­ 
port both from the company and armory 
fund, and also a list of all state property 
retained when the troops were mustered 
out of the volunteer service. This re­ 
port would show what propertv was 
turned over to the government, and 
what property the organizations have 
now on hand. 
Iii that order I also re­ 
quired that a complete muster role of all 
the National Guard companies be made 
out. The order also permitted all en­ 
listed men who were in the volunteer 
service to be discharged. 
“Until all these reports are in, so that 
we can see just how matters stand and 
can make a settlement with the govern­ 
ment, nothing can be done toward get­ 
ting the Ohio National Guard into ac­ 
tivity again. 
The best I can say is that 
it will be some time yet before this is 
accomplished. 
So as to not make the 
situation more complex, I issued an 
order some time ago that no more enlist­ 
ments should be made."

his concern had sold about $150,000 
Worth of canned roast beef to the gov­ 
ernment, used at Chickamanga, aud 
said it was all of good quality. No beef 
products of his concern had been chemi­ 
cally treated. 
Cant. R. J. O. Irvine, Eleventh United 
States infantry, commissary on the 
Panama at the time that transport 
was in charge of burgeon Daly, who 
wrote a report on the beef condemning 
it in tho most sensational language, 
testified that the vessel sailed from 
Ponce on Sept. I or 2 and on the 7th 
there was a well marked odor as of 
something that had been “closed up.’’

There was an unfortunate 
delay In one room a diminutive French 
hairdresser was seeking to dress and 
powder 2 0 heads at once 
An hour 
passed by 
Tho qneen tapped lier foot 
impatiently and asked why the delay

Two pages had spoken in 
response to an inquiry as to their no­ 
menclature. 
“ Their names. ” said La­ 
vinia I. “ are W illie De Forest and A r­ 
thur Drew. ” These young persons had 
been introduced into the assemblage by 
a professional gentleman who supplies 
Roman soldiers and enraged popnlaces 
to the theaters.

All things were in readiness 
The heralds sounded their trumpets.

Then came gayly caparisoned pages 
and heralds, women in flowing ermine

Platform trucks for carrying 
heavy machinery and trucks with high 
boxes for coal, ice or other commodities 
will be first used.

One wheel will be for steering 
purposes, and the other will open or 
close a valve between the air chambers 
and the motor 
Although these trucks 
will have a carrying capacity of eight 
tons and can be run on smooth pave­ 
ments as fast as eight miles an bour, it 
is asserted that they can be stopped in 
their own length.

air the wheels are locked and the truck 
conies to a sudden standstill.

HORSELESS TRUCKS. 


A u to m o b ile V eh icle* F o p N ew Y o rk 
A r e D e s ig n e d t o C a r r y F ig h t T o n * . 
Autotrucks for use by tho New York 
Autotruck company are now being con­ 
structed by tho American Wheelock En­ 
gine company of Worcester, Mass., and 
will soon be seen in the streets of New 
York. 
Platform trucks for carrying 
heavy machinery and trucks with high 
boxes for coal, ice or other commodities 
will be first used. 
Compressed air will 
furnish the motive power. 
Motormen who operate these trucks 
will have a high seat forward, with a 
double wheel similar to the arrange­ 
ment on a cable car for controlling the 
power. One wheel will be for steering 
purposes, and the other will open or 
close a valve between the air chambers 
and the motor 
Although these tracks 
will have a carrying capacity of eight 
tons and can be run on smooth pave­ 
ments as fast as eight miles an hour, it 
is asserted that they eau be stopped in 
their owu length. 
By shutting off the 
air the wheels are locked and the track 
comes to a sudden standstill. 
The 
trucks are built with wide tires, so that 
asphalt or macadam roads will not be 
injured by them. 
Property for the site of a power house 
has been purchased in New York and a 
plant costing $250,000 is to be erected 
for the initial operations.

lock company, 
of which Edwin S. 
Cramp of Philadelphia is president, has 
completed the first air compressor for 
the New York power bouse of the Auto­ 
truck company.

That the city has a bright outlook is 
evidenced by the fact that real estate is 
at present commanding a large figure 
and property owners are very unwill­ 
ing to sell. 
One of the most gigantic real estate 
schemes that has been contemplated in 
the city for years is beginning to ma­ 
terialize and it now looks as though it 
would be a go. The matter has been 
kept a secret until the present time, but 
it is now learned from an absolutely re­ 
liable source that one of the most 
prominent corners in the city, practi­ 
cally in the Diamond, is under option to 
parties who have money that is only 
bringing them in four per cent.They pro­ 
pose. if the purchase is made, to erect a 
block that will be a credit to the city 
and fill a want that is plain to every­ 
body. The project is to put up a com­ 
plete up-to-date office building, four or 
five stories high, the ground floor and 
basement to he high class store rooms, 
upper floors strictly fine office rooms, 
furnished and equipped with elevator 
service, uniformed elevator man and 
messenger boys. Janitor service to be 
included with each office suite. 
An 
electric light plant will be put in the 
basement to furnish free light to all 
tenants. If the deal for the corner is 
made,and a good price has been offered, 
*the building will be built, aud when 
-'Completed will show an investment of 
between $50,000 and $60,000. 
The deal for the S. H. Porter block in 
the Diamond, which has been pending 
for a few days, has been declared off. 
It is learned from a very reliable souroe 
that within the recent past four differ­ 
ent parties have been trying to purchase 
the block and a deal woald have been 
closed yesterday at a figure close to 
$35,000 if Mr Porter could have made a 
ileal for the Rigby property, adjoining 
the property of the First U. P. church, 
■ but that property is not on the market 
at any figure. 
The Fergnson block is also figuring 
strong in a deal, and an offer close to 
$25,000 has been made for it. and it is 
probable the sale will be effected. 


STRANGE PHENOMENON. 


HARD TO LIGHT.

For some time past people who have 
had occasion to make the closest obser­ 
vations of the flow of the San Antonio 
river have found that during high 
winds the flow in the river has decreas­ 
ed and during an even, warm tempera- 
re the flow has been steady. 
It has 
>oen advanced by some that possibly 
through caves or other channels atmos­ 
pheric influences are brought to play 
on the supply of the water which comes 
to the surface and forms the stream in 
the bed of the river. 
There has recently come to light an 
interesting effect of the atmospheric 
conditions on the flow of an artesian 
well. 
Near the head of the rvver is a 
well on the property in charge of Mr 
Louis Layer, formerly ditch commis­ 
sioner of San Antonio. This well was 
shot by Pat O’Hara, the city electrician, 
and was made to yield a head of 2 ^ 
feet of water. 
Mr. Layer and Mr 
O’Hara, who have be^n watching the 
flow of this well, have made this in­ 
teresting discovery—when 
a strong, 
cold, north wind is blowing the flow of 
water materially diminishes, but on 
warm, windless days it flows its regu­ 
lar, steady amount. 
“ I have made a study of wells, ” said 
Mr. O’Hara the other day, “ but I have 
never seen anything like this before 
The well has its source in the basin 
which furnishes all of the San Antonio 
wells with water, but, having a slight­ 
ly higher altitude, it has not as large a 
head of water as the wells in the lower 
portion of the city 
The queer part, 
however, is the effect of the climatic 
conditions or the flow of water 
There 
is in that a nut for scientists to crack 
I would like to hear some scientific ex­ 
planation of this phenomenon.’’—San 
Antonio Express.

Mrs. Sampson, wife of the admiral, 
during her stay in Havana did a great 
deal to mitigate the suffering of the 
poor in the suburb of Vedado. where 
she lived. 
She had scarcely had time to make 
herself at home before she began an in­ 
vestigation of the condition of the poor 
of the neighborhood. She found a state 
of frightful destitution, many dying 
from starvation and more ill and miser­ 
able from the effect of insufficient food. 
Mrs. Sampson did all that she could 
with her own resources to aid the suf­ 
ferers, but found it woefully inadequate 
In this emergency she wrote to friends 
in the United States and started an 
“endless chain” to procure a fund. 
Contributions poured in. and soon hun­ 
dreds were daily being fed from her 
door. The children of the poor were, 
perhaps, the objects of Mrs. Sampsop’s 
greatest solicitude, and many a little 
one’s life was saved by tho milk, medi­ 
cine and clothing which she purchased. 
The work which Mrs. Sampson began 
has been carried on by Mrs. Marsh, the 
daughter of “ Fighting Bob” Evans. 
One of the plans carried out is the es­ 
tablishment of an orphan school in the 
Cerro district Under the supervision of 
Mrs. Raphael Farris, a Cuban woman, 
a suitable building has been found and 
eight fatherless children taken in. The 
institution is nnsectarian and free to 
all whose claims are poverty and dis­ 
tress.—Special New York World. 


B a llo o n S e a r c h lig h t. 
The Russian ministry of war has re­ 
cently caused some war balloon experi­ 
ments to be made in the vicinity of S t 
Petersburg. The particular feature of 
the experiments was that a searchlight 
was carried up in the balloon, the as­

demonstrated that a searchlight of 5,000 
candle power at a height of 600 meters 
could throw a light upon a circular 
surface of 500 meters in diameter.

That the city ha* a bright outlook in 
evidenced by the fact that real eat ate is 
at present commanding a large figure 
and property owners are very unwill­ 
ing to sell. 
One of the most gigantic real estate 
schemes that has been contemplated in 
the city for years is beginning to ma­ 
terialize and it now looks as though it 
would be a go. The matter has been 
kept a secret until the present time, but 
It is now learned from an absolutely re­ 
liable source that one of the most 
prominent corners in the city, practi­ 
cally in the Diamond, is under option to 
parties who have money that is only 
bringing them in four per cent.They pro­ 
pose. if the purchase is made, to erect a 
block that will be a credit to the city 
and fill a want that is plain to every­ 
body. The project is to put up a com­ 
plete np-to-date office building, four or 
five stories high, tho ground floor and 
brisement to be high class store rooms, 
upper floors Rtrietly fine office rooms, 
furnished and equipped with elevator 
service, uniformed elevator man and 
messenger boys. 
Janitor service to be 
included with each office suite. 
An 
electric light plant will be put in the 
basement to furnish free light to all 
tenants. 
If the deal for the corner is 
made,and a good price has been offered, 
Idle building will be built, aud when 
•completed will show an investment of 
between $50,000 and $60,000. 
The deal for the S. H. Porter block in 
the Diamond, which has been pending 
for a few days, has been declared off. 
It is learned from a very reliable source 
that within the recent past four differ­ 
ent parties have been trying to purchase 
the block and a deal would have been 
closed yesterday at a figure close to 
■$35,000 if Mr Porter could have made a 
deal for the Rigby property, adjoining 
the property of the First U. P. church, 
'but that property is not on the market 
at any figure. 
The Ferguson block is also figuring 
etrong in a deal, and an offer close to 
$25,000 has been made for it, and it is 
probable the sale will be effected.

“ The next A m erica’s cup defender 
will be a distinct departure from the 
typo of fliers w ith w hich Herreshoff 
bas routed all challengers.” 
This emphatic statement was made 
recently at Bristol, R. I., by a gentle 
man in closest touch witli the work 
now under way in the south construc­ 
tion shop of the Herreshoff works. 
He 
saw Navahoe, Colonia, 
V igilant aud 
Defender taking shape under the w atch­ 
ful eye of Designer N athaniel G. Herres­ 
hoff. 
He is fam iliar w ith the progres­ 
sive steps taken by ‘‘Captain N u t” in 
all his marvelous creations during the 
past 12 years, and, so far as tho cup de­ 
fending plans of 1899 have been devel­ 
oped, he is thoroughly informed as to 
what respects they differ from those of 
1895. 
Not only does this authority confirm 
most of the exclusive information which 
has appeared in this paper since the de­ 
cision was reached to have but one boat 
defend the A m erica’s cup and to have 
the Herreshoffs build that boat, but he 
adds some facts of great interest to the 
yachting world. 
He declares that no 
contract for the metal which w ill be 
used for plating the hull of the new 
champion has yet been signed, nor is 
the m etal— for it w ill be metal— posi­ 
tively agreed upon. 
W hile nickel steel 
is light, has great tensile strength aud 
is susceptible of the highest polish, it 
is still inferior in many respects, be 
says, to phosphor bronze, w ith which 
the Herreshoffs have been experiment­ 
ing, and at present this new metal lias 
the call and may be selected, as its ten­ 
sile and torsional strength is equal to 
steel and it is noncorrosive in sea water. 
Defender’s successor, from stem to 
stern, w ill not be so long over all as the 
vanquisher of Valkyrie III. 
She w ill 
show less floor surface, a more rounded 
bow, a shorter stern overhang and a 
bigger bulb keel. 
In eaoh successive 
Herresboft sailing creation heretofore, 
as the fore foot was cut away, removing 
weight from the bow and allow ing the 
flier to dance over the waves, tho mast 
has been removed sternward to conform 
w ith the location of the lead, the great­ 
est w eight of which has been amidship. 
The excision in the new defender of per­ 
haps 
three feet from 
the overhang, 
which detracts from the beauty of the 
old defender’s bow, the 
bringing of 
more keel w eight forward aud placing 
the big mast of Oregon pine about half 
a foot nearer the bow, is expected to 
allow a larger sail spread on a given 
length aud considerably more speed. 
The chief difference in the keels of 
the two defenders w ill be found more 
in the distribution of weight than in 
the shape or weight of tho fin bulbs, 
though the Sham rock’s antagonist w ill 
have more lead in her keel than was 
first anticipated. 
Present indications 
point to about 65 tons. An actual m eas­ 
urement of the upper part of the keel 
mold, now ready for casting, shows a 
length of 29 feet IO inches, tapering, as 
already stated, from bow to stern. 
Not much wood w ill bo used in the 
new boat aud no more alum inium than 
may bo unavoidable. 
The big hackma­ 
tack 
curved 
knees, heavy mahogany 
plunking, seasoned oak and other woods 
so much iii evidence at the Herreshoff 
works recently are not now expected to 
figure seriously iii tho construction of 
tho new yacht. 
Mahogany planking, if 
used at all, would cover the top sides, 
hut it is rather heavy, not so pliable 
and altogether not as satisfactory us 
the m etals Herreshoff has in mind. The 
same objections apply to oak planking, 
which has been so frequently mentioned 
as figuring iii Captain N a t’s calcula­ 
tions. 
It is declared that mast of the 
wood used in tho next defender w ill be 
on the inside for backing and furnish­ 
ings. 
Frame knees are too heavy and 
take up too much space, 
Steel w ill a n ­ 
swer all the requirements aud is more 
likely to figure in the boat now under 
construction. 
On racing length, 
water line, the 
new defender, it is declared, w ill not 
measure more than 89 feet 6 inches, 
w hile from tip of bowsprit to end of 
main boom she is likely to be 128 feet 
long. 
Her draft w ill he pbout 19 feet 7 
inches. 
Tw o sets of sails w ill he made 
as for the 1895 craft. 
Ram ie cloth was 
among the samples received at the sail 
loft last mouth, hut whether this or 
heavy duck is the material selected can­ 
not be ascertained. 
Silk is said to be 
far too light, aud therefore out of the 
question. One, if not both sets of sails, 
w ill be made in the new loft just erect­ 
ed by the Herreshoffs on Burnside street.

NEW RURAL POSTAL SY ST E M . 


S m a ll O n tilo o r P o s to f fic e

The postoffice department has anoth­ 
er big improvement for the rural free 
delivery system. 
It is a small box in­ 
vented by Thomas Crowder, a Virgin­ 
ian. Mr. Crowder is a friend of Major 
General Lee.

Lee’s interest in him that his invention 
was brought to the favorable notice of 
the postoffice department. 
The box. 
which is of metal, is about three feet 
high and two feet wide. 
There is a 
great door which swings open and re­ 
veals a number of small compartments 
for letters, just sncli as are to be seen 
in the metropolitan postoffice. 
Each of 
these small compartments has a glass 
door with a Yale lock. 
In each of the 
compartments is a button to which an 
electric wire is to be attached, which 
will lead directly to the house of the 
farmer owning the box. 
To the end of 
the wire in the farmer’s house is at­ 
tached a small dial, upon which tho let­ 
ter carrier, when he deposits the mail, 
can indicate that fact by merely press­ 
ing the button in the box. 
The idea is to have the box located at 
some central point along a main trav­ 
eled road. The carrier can deposit in it 
all the letters for the farmers in that 
vicinity, and they can deposit the let­ 
ters they wish taken up.

E agan’s stat -rn m t, possibly involving 
a determ ination as to the correctness of 
the charges t< o ohing the character of 
the arm y beef preferred by General 
Miles, though this would appear to be 
appoiuting a second tribunal to investi­ 
gate the m ethods and results of the 
first engaged already on that work.

to believe that Midi monstrous charges could 
have any other effect than to work upon ail 
honorable man in such a way as to goad him to 
a species of desperation, and that it was but 
natural, wh**n the proper opportunity was 
given him, to m eet and refute the charges, 
that ho should characterize them in harsh 
language ami in term s that are deemed im­ 
proper, no m atter tho provocation.

The project is to put up a com­ 
plete np-to-date office building, fonr or 
five stories high, the ground floor and 
basement to be high class store rooms, 
upper floors strictly fine office rooms, 
furnished and equipped with elevator 
service, uniformed elevator man and 
messenger boys. 
Janitor service to be 
included with each office suite. 
An 
electric light plant will be put in the 
basement to furnish free light to all 
tenants. 
If the deal for the corner is 
made,and a good price has been offered, 
th e building will be built, and when 
"Completed will show an investment of 
between $50,000 and $00,000. 
The deal for the S. H. Porter block in 
the Diamond, which has been pending 
for a few days, has been declared off. 
It is learned from a very reliable source 
that within the recent past four differ 
ent parties have been trying to pnrchase 
th e block and a deal would have been 
■closed yesterday at a fignre close to 
$35,000 if Mr Porter could have made a 
deal for the Rigby property, adjoining 
the property of the First U. P. church, 
but that property is not on the m arket 
at any fignre. 
The Ferguson block is also fignriug 
strong in a deal, and an offer close to 
$25,000 has been made for it. and it is 
probable the sale will be effected.

For sonic time past people who have 
had occasion to make the closest obser­ 
vations of the flow of the San Antonio 
river have 
found that during high 
winds the flow in the river has decreas­ 
ed and during an even. warm tempera­ 
te the flow has been steady. 
It has 
oeen advanced by some that possibly 
through caves or other channels atmos­ 
pheric influences are brought to play 
on the supply of the w ater which comes 
to the surface and forma the stream in 
the bed of the river 
There has recently come to light an 
interesting effect of the atmospheric 
conditions on the flow of an artesian 
well. 
Near the head of the r^ver is a 
well on the property in charge of Mr 
Louis Layer, formerly ditch commis­ 
sioner of San Antonio. 
This well was 
shot by Pat O’Hara, the city electrician, 
and was made to yield a head of 214 
feet of water. 
Mr. Layer and Mr 
O’Hara, who have be^n watching the 
flow of this well, have made this in­ 
teresting discovery—when 
a strong, 
cold, north wind is blowing the flow of 
water materially diminishes, but on 
warm, windless days it flows its regu­ 
lar, steady amount. 
“ I have made a study of wells, ” said 
Mr. O’Hara the other day, “ but I have 
uever seen anything like this before 
The well has its source in the basin 
which furnishes all of the San Antonio 
wells with water, but, having a slight­ 
ly higher altitude, it has not as large a 
head of water as the wells in the lower 
portion of the city 
The queer part, 
however, is the effect of the climatic 
conditions or* the flow of w ater 
There 
is iu that a lint for scientists to crack 
I would like to hear some scientific ex­ 
planation of this phenomenon. ’’—San 
Antonio Express.

The excision in the new defender of per­ 
haps three feet from the overhang, 
which detracts from the beauty of the 
old defender’s bow, the bringing of 
more keel weight forward aud placing 
the big mast of Oregon pine about half 
a foot nearer the bow, is expected to 
allow a larger sail spread on a given 
length aud considerably more speed. 
The chief difference in the keels of 
the two defenders will be found more 
in the distribution of weight than in 
the shape or weight of the fin bulbs, 
though the Sh urn rook’s autagouist will 
have more lead in her keel than was 
first anticipated. 
Present indications 
point to about 65 tous. An actual meas­ 
urement of the upper part of the keel 
mold, now ready for casting, shows a 
length of 29 feet IO inches, tapering, as 
already stated, from bow to stem. 
Not much wood will bo used iii the 
new boat aud no more aluminium than 
may be unavoidable. 
The big hackma­ 
tack curved knees, heavy mahogany 
planking, seasoned oak ami other woods 
1 so much in evidence at the Herreshoff 
works recently are not now expected to 
figure seriously iu tho construction of 
tho now yacht. Mahogany planking, if 
used at all, would cover tho top sides, 
but it is rather heavy, not so pliable {SveSoSwli 
and altogether not as satisfactory us 
the metals Herreshoff basin mind. The 
same objections apply to oak planking, 
which has been so frequently mentioned 
as figuring in Captain Nat’s calcula­ 
tions. 
It is declared that most of the 
wood used in the next defender will be 
on the inside for backing aud furnish­ 
ings. 
Frame knees are too heavy and 
take up too much space, 
Steel will an­ 
swer all the requirements and is more 
likely to figure in the boat now under 
construction. 
On racing length, water line, the 
new defender, it is declared, will not 
measure more than 89 feet 6 inches, 
while from tip of bowsprit to end of 
main boom she is likely to be 128 feet 
long. 
Her draft will tie “b out J9 feet 7 
inches. 
Two sets of sails will be made 
as for the 1895 craft. 
Ramie cloth was

loft last mouth, but whether this or 
heavy duck is the material selected can 
not be ascertained.

London, Jan. 17.—The Pail 
Mail 
printed a dispatch from Odessa saying 
in part: 
While journeying north from Livadia 
Emperor Nicholas, daring a break for 
luncheon at Toola, capital of the gov­ 
ernment of the tame name in Central 
Russia, sent a delicately-worded mes­ 
sage txpiessing hts desire to see Count 
Leo Tolaioi. 
Contrary to expectations, 
Tolstoi accepted the Invitation, aud 
soon appt ared at the railway station. 
Emperor Nicholas kissed him on the 
mouth aud both cheeks, Tolstoi readily 
respondiog. 
The czar asked his guest for an opin­ 
ion upon the imperial proposal for the 
limitation of armaments. 
Conut Tolstoi replied that he could 
only believe in it when his majesty 
should set the example to other nations. 
Uu the czar mentioning the difficul­ 
ties of the problem aud the necessity 
for united aid of the great powers the 
count softened somewhat aud ex press ad 
the hope that his majesty would be able 
to attain some definite results or. at any 
rate, to formulate some workable plan 
at the contereiice.

NEW RURAL POSTAL SYSTEM. 


S m a ll O u td o o r P o * to fH r « 
I n v e n t i o n 
to Ile G iv e n a T r ia l. 
The postoffice departm ent has anoth­ 
er big improvement for the rural free 
delivery system. 
It is a small box in­ 
vented by Thomas Crowder, a Virgin­ 
ian 
Mr. Crowder is a friend of Major 
General Lee. 
It was through General 
Lee’s interest in him that his invention 
was brought to the favorable notice of 
the postoffice department. 
The box. 
which is of metal, is about three feet 
high and tw*o feet wide. 
There is a 
great door which swings open and re­ 
veals a number of small compartments 
for letters, just snch as are to be seen 
in the metropolitan postoffice. 
Each of 
these small compartments has a glass 
door with a Yale lock. 
In each of the 
compartments is a button to which an 
electric wire is to be attached, which 
will lead directly to the honse of the 
farmer owning the box. 
To the end of 
the wire in the farm er’s house is a t­ 
tached a small dial, upon which the let­ 
ter carrier, when he deposits the mail, 
nan indicate that fact by merely press­ 
ing the button iii the box. 
The idea is to have the box located at 
some central point along a main trav­ 
eled road. The carrier can deposit in it 
all the letters fur the farmers in that 
vicinity, and they can deposit the let­ 
ters they wish taken np. 
It will be 
optional with the farmers to have in 
their house the electric attachm ent 
which will announce to them the fact 
that there are letters for them in the 
box. 
The connection must be estab­ 
lished at their own expense. 
The battery which will furnish the 
electricity 
to run 
the 
enunciators 
will be attached to the boxes and 
will bi* kept iii good working order by 
the carrier who delivers and coll*cts on 
the route 
The box is really nothing 
less than an outdoor postoffice. It would 
have to bi* located near some public 
house where the key to the outside door 
could be kept, just as tin* keys to tire 
alarm boxes are kept iii the cities. 
rl ha postoffice department has decided 
to give tho box a thorough trial iii one 
of the thickly populated Massachusetts 
country districts. I he test will be made I 
under the supervision of the inventor. ! 
who will bo accompanied by a special 
agent of the postoffice departm ent— I
